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SENATE GETS CREDIT PLAN 


URGES EMERGENCY

Darrow to Aid 8 Facing

Albany, N. Y., Jan. 6.—(IMM—Gover­ 
nor F ranklin D. Roosevelt today rec­ 
omm ended em ergency tax increases to 
m eet a $100,000,000 state deficit result­ 
ing from a national economic problem 
which he said had gone unsolved be­ 
cause of the federal governm ent’s lack 
of leadership, lack of plan, and lack 
of action. 
His em ergency tax program was 
^subm itted to the legislature in joint 
session. The program and the subse­ 
quent action of a republican legisla 
tu re on th a t program w as expected to 
have a vital bearing on Roosevelt’s 
candidacy for the dem ocratic presi 
dential nomination. 
He urged increased taxes on per­ 
sonal incomes, gasoline, stock tran s­ 
fers, m otor buses and trucks. The ex­ 
te n t of the increases urged will be 
m ade known in a special message af­ 
te r the budget has been transm itted, 
w ithin a few days. 
The governor’s com m ent on national 
problems and affairs, aw aited with no 
little interest, not only in New York 
hut nationally, included a plea for a 
new economic order. 
The governor also com m ented 
on 
the change in attitude of big business 
tow ard 
governm ent 
regulation 
and 
governm ent aid, and predicted pros­ 
perity would return with the aid of 
government. 
The governor included in his recom­ 
m endations a series of labor measures 
to 
extend 
w orkm en’s 
com pensation 
protection to cover all occupational 
diseases; to extend state regulation of 
em ploym ent agencies; to declare by 
law th a t the labor of a hu m an being 
is not a commodity, an d to establish 
a m inim um wage board for women 
and children. 
Municipalities should be authorized 
to form public utility districts to gen­ 
erate and distribute electric power, the 
governor said.

Chicago, Jan. 6.—(LIE) — A suitcase 
packed with $575,000 in bonds found in 
the dead of night on a Chicago street 
corner today brought to a dram atic 
end a thrilling 80,000 mile search for 
the stolen securities of the Lincoln, 
Nebr., National Bank. 
The bonds were p a rt of $2,875,000 
loot from a m achine gun holdup of the 
institution Sept. 17, 1930. 
The story of the recovery of the se­ 
curities, more rem iniscent of a Sher- 
ock Holmes yarn th an routine police 
work, was told by Investigator Roy 
Steffans today. 
“I and other detectives had travelled 
80,000 miles through 40 states on the 
trail of the bank robbers,” Steffans ex­ 
plained. 
“We were close behind them. 
A west side Chicago ap a rtm en t was 
located as their hideaway and we were 
about to raid the place. 
“Yesterday at 2 A. M. I was aw ak ­ 
ened by a phone call. 
A voice said 
"Call off th a t raid or you’ll be killed. 
W e’re bringing the stuff over to the 
corner by your house right now.”

m y wife and children. 
I called Detec­

BOMB HITS FUNERAL 
PARLORS CAUSING 
INJURIES TO FOUR 


Chicago, J a n 6 — MMM— F o u r persons, 
including a woman, were injurde to­ 
day w hen a powerful bomb w as ex­ 
ploded in the street outsile an under­ 
taking establishm ent in the heart of 
the uptown shopping district. 
The bomb rocked the neighborhood 
and threw pedestrians to the atreet. 
The most

injured

Mrs. George Klaner, wife of the ow ner 
of the funeral parlor, throw n from her 
sick bed by the blast, and Clinton Ra- 
rick, whose eardrum s w ere shattered 
arui suffered severe cuts from flying 
glass 
The bomb apparently w as left in the 
doorway of the shop with a fuse a t­ 
tached anti exploded wiht a terrific 
roar that was heard over a wide area. 
Two others injured in the blast were 
A rth u r Pritchard, J r , 20, and Edward 
Wubben, 22, both 
bruised 
and 
cut 
when they were hurled to the street 
and sprayed with flying glass. 
Physicians feared the shock to Mrs. 
Klaner, who is an invalid, m ight prove 
dangerous. 
K laner said he had no idea why his 
place should be attacked, but suggest­ 
ed the bomb m ight have been intended 
for a dry cleaning establishm ent next 
door. 
Several stench bombs w ere set off 
in loop office buildings in the fresh 
outbreak of w arfare between groups 
of cleaning firms. The bombs were 
placed In buildings w here "cut rate 
firms” are established. 
Building m anagers appealed for po­ 
lice protection a fte r receiving threats 
of m ore serious bombings unless the 
cleaners vacated their offices.

Se\eral lives have keen lost, including two in the B rain 
v i a com m m ity, through these accidents— if they can be called 
accidents as the N ew s-Tribune points out — where cars have 
broken through the thin crust of ice that covers the lakes.

A sound and constructive ordinance governing the' produc 
.rn and distribution of milk is a necessity in any city regardles 
cf size. 
Milk is the prim ary food of the grow ing generation and 
a necessity of adults and it is im perative th a t a safe supply be 
placed at their command. 
The city council is now considering am ending the an ti­ 
quated and obsolete ordinance now in force. 
It should not hesi­ 
tate to make the necessary changes in an effort to place the milk 
supply of B rainerd as near perfect as is hum anly possible. 
Safeness of milk hinges entirely upon how it is produced 
and distributed. 
Regulations governing these features are en­ 
forced under a city milk ordinance. 
Thus the responsibility for 
protection of the people against possible contamination in milk 
rests entirely with the city council.

The Daily Dispatch believes that the adoption of the stand­ 
ard milk ordinance promulgated by the U. S. Public Health Ser­ 
vice through the co-operation of the Minnesota State Board of 
Health is the logical procedure. 
Suggestions from this document

D anger of epidemics of disease contracted through con­ 
tam inated milk supply is great. 
A bulletin issued by the Super­ 
intendent of Health in New Jersey tells us that “the most striking 
fact of data is the predominance of small communities am ong 
those affected by epidemics. 
More than 77 per cent occurred 
in places about 10,000 population.”

If you have egg yolks left from cake­ 
making, you can save them from g o ­ 
ing to waste by m aking up a batch of 
noodles. Noodles of any sort are a. 
valuable addition to the em ergency 
shelf, but the home-made sort especi­ 
ally are considered a treat. Since ifs a 
good idea to m ake enough for several 
meals at one time, add one or two 
whole eggs to the yolks in order to 
increase the quantity and quality of 
the noodles. One tablespoon w ater is 
always added for each egg yolk. 
Noodle soup m akes 
a a 
excellent 
w inter luncheon dish. Or noodles cut 
in tiny straw-like lengths add much 
to the cup of dinner consomme or 
bouillon. Noodles served in the clear 
dinner soup should be boiled in salted 
w ater and drained before adding to 
the prepared m eat stock. 
Fried noodles can take the place 
of a starchy vegetable. 
A noodle ring filled with a cream ed 
m eat or fish m akes a delicious p arty 
luncheon dish. 
A platter of fried noodles garnished 
with halves or hard-cooked eggs an d ' 
served with a smooth cream sauce 
is inviting and nourishing and can be 
quickly and easily prepared for an 
em ergency supper or luncheon.

Tn calculating quantities, it is well 
to rem em ber that one ogg or one yolk 
and one tablespoon w ater will m ake 
enough noodles to serve four persons

If you w ant to prepare your own 
noodles for chow mein, sprinkle two 
tablespoons salad oil over two pounds 
noodles and steam for fifteen m in­ 
utes, lifting noodles carefully with a 
fork in older to ifeparate well. Spread 
on molding board and let cool. Then 
fry until golden brow n and crisp in 
deep hot oil. Drain thoroughly and 
use.

Two cups poodles, I tablespoon but­ 
ter, 2 tablespoons flour, I cup milk, 
1-3 cup grated cheese, 2 eggs, 'a tea­ 
spoon W orchestershirc sauce.
